MEMORANDUM POR: Director of Central Intelligence 


Sir: 


1. Om the evening of Friday, 12 July 1974, you expressed 
an opinion to me that theré might be merit in allowing DIA to 
consider constructing their new building on our compound. More 
specifically, you had in wind a percel of land, 32 acres in size, 
which we refer to as the Scattergood-Thorne parcel. It is on the 
west side of the access road coming in off Route 125. I agree 
there ig merit in the consideration, but I am fearft:l we could, 
as they say, “shoot ourselves in the foot” if we allow it to 
come to pags. Allow me to expand. 


2, It is our understanding that DIA will seek an appro- 
priation to erect a building to house MM people. Into it 
they will move individuals presently housed in Anacostia, 
fogslyn, Crystal City, and the Pentagon. The building will 
serve, at a minimm, the functional purposes of printing, 
training, and a partial headquarters establishment. 
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3. A few coments concerning the land itself. Rights of 
ownersiup amd occupancy will not revert to the Federal Govern- 
ment until the death of the last remaining owner. The last 
remaining ower is a delightful lady of approximately 90 years 
wid continues to enjoy excelient health. ‘fhe considers us a 
very good neighbor. Vested Federal right in the land is main- 
tained by GSA and, despite past requests, thoy have refused to 
transfer eventual rights of occupancy te CIA, maintaining the 
position that such an issue will be met upon death of the owner. 
In the submission of an Agency preliminary master plan to the 
National Capital Plsnning Commission (NCPC) in Decenber 1972, 
we disclosed a planning concept of using this particular parcel. 
We envisioned the construction of a small buliding primarily for 
Office of Personnel interviewing and applicant processing. That 


plan also envisi over-all Agency employee population increase 
BOON of approximately if the plan were ever executed to fruition. 
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NCPC gave conditional approval to the preliminary plan and established 
a lbaitation of no more than employee population increase and 
a limitation of no more than hicular parking — 
another publication NCPC projected a ceiling Limitation of iby 
1985 for the entire "Langley Federal complex". (This would include 
the adjacent Department of Transportation facility.} There is, there- 
fore, sone Toom to move between these various figures, but credence 
would have to be given to any expansion plans Department of Trans- 
portation might possess. 
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4, NCPC, and they possess Congressional statutory powers, 
determinations on regional planning and related criteria have 


borheed pressures in this area which view dimly an increased Federal 
S86 enclave. It should also be noted that the NCPC 1985 ceiling figure 
of Federal exployee population was taken before 235 acres of 


Langley complex were turned over to the Netional Park 
Service. 1 would lastly add that, by virtue of previous work with 
the State of Virginia, we are aware that they operate on 4 five-year 
planning cycle. Inasmuch as it 4s that jurisdiction which would have 
to upgrade all the access read networks te our compound area, it 
represents a very long lead time consideration. All this leads me 
to recomend that you exercise caution prior to inviting DIA as a 
neighbor. Our leng range plans would hopefully see us sometime
